@irection forfour hundred yarda south of Fosre Eight to the south- 
western corner of the Quarries.-We sleo hold tue south exstern 
corner of the Qaarries—our Sreaches ranning thence southeast of, 
parallel to, and four hundred yarde from, the nouthwest edge of 
Cite St. Elie, to five handred yarda weat of the north edge of Bullach. 
The line then rane slong the Loos and Le Bassee road to a chalk pit 
fifteen handred yarda north of Bill 70 thence south-west to s 
thousand yards east ef Loos church, where it tende south-saat to 
north we-tern slope of Hill 70, Is then rana slong the western 
slopes of that Hill bending southwest to twelve hondred yards 
south of Leos church, whence, it goea, due west back to the ald line.

NUMBER OF FORDS IN 
OPERATION. 


From a liat of Canadian 
antomobile registrationa receutly 
compiled by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany of Canada, Limited, includ- 
ing all cara regivtered op to 
October 1914, over one-third of 
the total number were Ford's, or 
exactly 21,456; 38.08 per cent. of 
the total namber registered, The 
largeat nomber of Ford's was 
owned in Ontario where there 
were 10143 or 42.) per cent. of the 
tots] noomber in the Province. 
Thia is 8842 cara mere than the 
ueareat Competitor, and the per- 
centage of Ford's waa 359 por

When he talks it is to come purpose, and there ia always very 
ample material for thought in what he aye, In fact, eighteen 
months age, when serious quarrel was lisble to break at any minute 
between Ireland and the Mother Oountry, hia was the voice that 
counsellad caution, moderation, palience—but firmness, When war 
broke out, it was he who, in the name of the Iriah people cried 
“God enve England” and who thera and then set to work to do all 
in his power towarda helping the recraiting; and, throaghout che 
trying fourteen and o half months of the sampaiga, he hap held the 
Irish party in the palm of hiahand, eo that lees than a whisper of 
anything polemical has arisen from it. 

And to-day, while the air is full of-tolk of conscription, while 
Members of both Lorda and Oommons are showing themeel ves restive 
and captions, it is John Redmond who tells us that Ireland confines 
herself to sending men to the Front and that she“ can and will support 
them in sccordsnoe with Earl Kitchoner’s requirements.” Preceding 
this promise—all the more sincere by virtue of ite very simplicity— 

. there ies pardonable note of triumph; of pride in bia countrymen’a 
loyalty; and every generous Eogliahman will praise rather than con- 
demn him therefor. “Ireland,” he telle his hearers, “ ia in nowiso 
responsible for the dangore threatening the Government. There 
have been no atrikea in Ireland.” What, ander some cireamstances, 
might have savonted of schoolboy boast becomes a dignified rebuke 
to the ultra-respectable folk of Mogland who have persisted in 
regarding Irelond aa forever in the wrong, forever stirring up etrife, 
forever disaffected to the Empire, What time have the Inde of 
Trelaud for striking whon they are engaged in fighting the Empire's 
enemies ? . 

_ And ia Eagland going to forget the part that Ireland has borna 
in tho war, when all ia over and rewards are being handed round ? 
Not only are thor entire regiments of Irishmen at the Front, but 
thero ia scarcely a regiment, whether English, Scots, Welsh, Cana- 
dian, or Australssian that bas not a generous sprinkling of T ish 
in it. Wo oancot believe that the services of these men, and the 
sound spirit of loyalty tht has etamped. their country from the 
moment that war threatened, will be sllowéd to go for nothing.

Of course if ia.a fairly enay 
thing to do, so far as the “keep: 
ing green” is confised to 
singing “ Role Britannia” and 
the placing of wresths on the 
Clumn in Trafalgar Squero. 
Bat would these things have given 
our grest naval hero any par- 
tioular pleasure? Such o practical 
man aa Lord Nelson wanted deeds; 
not words and sentiments. If hie 
brave apirit is now wandering 
abont the Baltic—the ecene, by 
the way, of one of bis biggest 
achievemonts—it must rejoice at 
the fact that the men in the, sab- 
rarines there are keeping aliva 
tho traditiona which were in the 
moking when the Daniah fleet 
waa destroyed by the Britieh 
in [80], But there ie 
another side to the picture. Those 
of our resdera who were brought 
up in the way wherein they ehould 
go-on a corofal study of Punch'e 
pages—may recall a ‘Lenniol car- 
toon, published at the time of the 
Trafalgar Square riots, Nelson 
is depicted locking down on the 
antaly, howling mob ond soaking 
mournfally ; “Ia thie the Eng- 
land thet I died for?" 


Thon and Now, 


May not the great sailor be 
seking himself the sume dismal 
question to-day, over the factthat 
thousanda of England's young 
men who might enlist are not do- 
ingeo? Every conceivable device 
ia being resorted to at Home for 
persuading these youths to justify 
theirexistenceas Britishera; public 
singers, comedians, brass bande 
etc, are entertaining them, canvss- 
sera are pleading with them, pablio 
orators ara exhorting them—and 
apparently with co little effect 
that already men ore beginning 
to talk of conscription aaa settled 
thing. Is this the Eogland that 
Nelson died for? Ofcourse it may 
be ssid that many of bis own 
men were present at his bottles 
merely becanse the prese-gangs 
brought them; but thie fact does 
not curry ua very far, for the 
resson that hia pressed men 
were already sailors, many of 
them with 5 good fighting re- 
cord behind them; men corres- 
ponding rather to the modern 
defaulter who overstays hia leave 
tban to the modern shirker. If 
the Britain of 1915 ia to honour 
Neleon’s memory ss be would 
have had it honoured, it must be 
by a general rush to arms in 


order to cat sborts conflict which 
ie wasting the lives of some of 
her finest eons. 


The late “ Max Adeler.” 


In snother column we print 
news of the death of Mr. Thomas 
Heber Olerk, better kaown by 
his pon-neme. of ‘Max Adeler.”

them and to realise that, after all, 
there waa still something worth 
living for. Hie versification, too, 
was often brilliant in ita very 
absurdity, and ia a satisfac’ ory 
reply to those who occasionally 
sasert that “anyoue can write 
nonesnes.”

Germany's Troubles Increase. 


Iu spite of rolitical squabbles 
at Home, of the German advance 
towards Mitax, snd of the fact 
that no lesa than twenty-five 
thousand of our men are prisoners 
in Germany, the enemy mind 
that can take an optimistio view 
rout be of a very remarkable 
construction. The apprcach to 
Mitau ie @ poor sffsir when 
balanced against the Rossian 
anocesees st other points, the talk 
in Parliament hoe, we may well 
believe, more thon its equivalent 
in Germany, Ausiria, Tarkey and 
Bulgaria, where, from the begin- 
ning, politicians have been more 
or-less at each other’a throats; 
and even the twenty-five thou- 
sand prisoners can be regarded as 
a emall matter so long ss we 
set them. agbinst enemy losses, 
Bat only so long. The fact that 
thera ja evan one man in Germen 
hands should be sofliciant incen- 
tive to men of military sge 
to determine them to insist 
on his liberation, After all 
that has been proved against 
the Germans as captors, we ought 
to be resolved not to leave so mach 
sa sdog in their blackguard 
hends, The recollection of these 
twenty-five thouasnd. Britiahera 
(to ssy nothing of many more 
thousands of men from the Allied 
countries) at tha mercy of these 
aavages, should bas constant spur 
to recruiting. It the non-enliating 
people at Home can be made to 
meditate on what may be happen- 
ing to their friends imprisoned in 
Germany, there will probably be 
no more difficulty about recaiting 
—and no more talk of peses, till 
the Kaiser is in Bedlam or on 
Devil’s Island, hia eon end heir 
in a home for degenerstes and 
the Hindenburg-Tirpitz- Hollweg 
syndicate tied in front of British, 
French or Russian guns, 

Cutting off the Enomy‘s Supplies. 

The performances of our sub- 
motines in the Baltic are giving 
the enemy something tolerably 
serious to think about. Metal 
ip one of the commodities indis- 
peneable to him at present, 
and the submarines are tokiog 
very excallent . precautions 
against his getting it. Hardly 
aday haa gone by, of late, with- 
out our hearing news of the sink- 
ing or capture of one of those 
valuable cargo-boats‘from Scand- 
insvian porte. And quite as 
effective should be the deter- 
mination on the pert of the 
Isoperial Government to probibit 
henceforth tha export to 
neutral countries of any form of 
cotten that can be ultimately 
shipped to, and made ase of by, 
the enemy, One feels rather sore 
to think that thie wes not done 
long ago; but wo Britishera are 
alwaya auch very successful after-
